~ PEOPLE MAY VOTE 
AGAIN’ ON HIGHER 
TAXES AND BONDS 


Councilman Orme De- 
clares He Is in Favor of 
Ballots Deciding Per- 
centage the City Schools 
Will Get. 


BOND ISSUE IS LEGAL 
IN MAYSON’S OPINION 


But He Advises Another 
Election in Order to Re- 
move All Doubt—Coun- 
cil to Consider Ordinance 
Monday. 


If the city fathers will agree to 
it another election will be called 
for April 23, when the voters of At- 
lanta will be given an opportunity 
to again express themselves upon 
the question of issuing $1,000,000 
worth of bonds and allowing the city 
to increase its tax rate from $1.25 
to $1.50 per hundred. 

The above decision was reached 
Monday afternoon at a meeting of 
the finance committee of council, 
and City Attorney James L. May- 
eon was requested by a resolution 
to draw up an ordinance to be pre- 


sented at the next meeting of coun- 
cil, which takes place Monday, when | 
the general council, representing the 
people of this city, will be asked 
to sanction the second election for 
bonds and the proposed tax raise. 
The city attorney was present at 
the mecting of the finance commit- 
tee and the request made of him 


with reference to the ordinance for 
the new bond election was adopted 
after he had delivered a number rd 
opinions regarding the probable va- 
lidity of the issue of bonds author- 
ized by the voters in the election 
of last Wednesday. 
Believes Bonds Are Valid. 

Mr. Mayson emphatically declared 
it to be his opinion that the bonds, 
as voted for in the election of last 
week, had received the requisite 
number of votes to validate them, 
but out of a desire to be absolute- 
ly on the safe side, he had assumed 
a precautionary attitude, and ad- 
vised the committee to give the 
people another chance for an ex- 


sue. 
Mr. Mayson’s opinion was 


gtrenethened greatly by the consid- 
eration of the weather on March 
5, when a flood of rain kept many 
voters from expressing themselves 
at the ballot boxes and he also con- 
sidered objections that may be 
raised by alleged opponents should 
there remain the smallest question 
as to the regularity of the elec- 
tion or the decisiveness of the fa- 
vorable vote for them. 

“The urgent need for the bonds,” 
declared A. J. Orme, chairman of the 
bond committee, “makes it impera- 
tive that they should go over with- 
out a question, and I feel that in 
view of the fact that the validity of 
the issue now authorized might be 
attacked in court, that the best 
‘thing we can do is to allow the 
people again to say what they want. 

Mr. Orme, who is also a member 
of the board of education, said it 
was his best judgment that the 
question of fixing the school board's 
‘percentage of the city tax rate, and 
that of restoring the rate to $1.50 
per $100 should be voted upon at 
the same time. 

Unanimously Adopted. 

The notion asking Mr. Mayson to 
prepare the ordinance providing for 
the new bond and tax increase elec- 
tion, was unanimously adopted by 
the finance committee. 

The ordinance to be prepared by 
Mr. Mayson will cover not only an 
election for @ $1,000,000 bond issue, 
the proceeds of which will be used 
for the improvements of the water- 
works to the amount of $500,000, 
but will also provide $300,000 for a 
plant for power making at the city 
crematory, $100,000 for m new house 
for the big war cyclorama painting, 
and $100,000 for the new motor 
trucks for the fire department, but 
will also be held for the purpose of 
allowing the people to say whether 
or not they are willing.for the ad 
valorem taxes of the city to be in- 
creased from $1.25, the present rate, 
t6 $1.50 in order to provide for in- 
creased pay for teachers, as well as 
more liberal administration in vari- 
ous other departments of the city 
government. , 

To increase the city tax rate by 
25 cents on the hundred dollars will 
add that amount to the present rate 
of $1.25, and 50 cents of the proposed 
rate of $1.50 will be allowed the 
board of education for the operation 
of the public school system in ad- 
dition to the non-resident tuition 
fees of about $6,000 and the state

If plans formulated at a recent 
conference between Colonel Dean 
Halford, commanding officer of dis- 
trict E, motor transport corps; Lieu- 
tenant Colonel A. H. Loughboro, 
chief maintenance officer, of Wash- 
ington, D. C., and Dr. K. G. Mathe- 


-gon, president of the Georgia School 


of Technology, are carried out, the 
training offered by all colleges and 
camps with motor transport courses 
in this district, mre to be allied, and 
enlisted men of the motor transport 
corps are to be given the oppor- 
tunity to complete the _ practica)

department of the army with tech- 
nical courses in the institutions .of 
learning near the camps in which 
they are located. 

According to the proposed plan 
the government will turn over to the 
schools many thousand dollars’ 
worth of automobiles and automo- 
bile equipment, which will be added 
to the laboratories. There is now 
at Camp Jessup approximately $10,- 
000 worth of high-grade cutaway 
equipment, which has récentfy been 
sent there from Camp Johnston. 
This will be turned over to the 
Georgia School of Technology. The 
Georgia Military academy will also 
receive additional equipment for its 
laboratorieg from the government. 

The details of this movement have 
not as yet been worked out, but the 
scheme in a general way is to offer 
the enlisted man the opportunity of 
equipping himself with a technical 
education while he is learning prac- 
tical mechanics. 

According to the statement made 
Monday by Colonel Halford regaurd- 
ing the matter, military authorities 
believe that this plan wil] bring into 
the motor transport thousands of 
volunteers who aspire to the train- 
ing that it will provide, as it vir- 
tually means that the government 
offers to clothe and feed the men 
while they are completing the 
course. This will also do away with 
the period of apprenticeship, which 
the technically trained man usually 
has to pursue before assuming re- 
sponsible positions. It is believed 
that this allying of schools and 
camps, if carried out, will be one 
of the most important and far- 
reaching projects that has been 
Imunched since the dawn of peace.

MATTERS PLANNED 
FOR LOCAL WOMEN 


John Y. Smith to Present 
Bill Giving Atlanta 
Women Suffrage on Ed- 
ucational Questions. 


MOVEMENT TO BECOME 
STATE-WIDE, HE HOPES 


Will Introduce Measure 
as Local Project, But 
Will Be Glad to Enlarge 
Movement if Other Com- 
munities So Desire. 


John Y. Smith, representative- 
elect from Fulton county and a 
“veteran in the business,” an- 


nounces in response to The 'Consti- 
tution’s editorial of Sunday in ed- 


vocacy of the women of Atlanta 
voting in matters affecting the 
schools that at the coming session 
of the general assembly he will in- 
troduce and push a bill according 
the women of Atlanta that privi- 
lege. 

“i will introduce the measure,” 
said Representative Smith, “in the 
shape of a charter amendment, and 
if the representatives of any other 
towns or cities in Georgia are ready 
to join me in the movement for 
other communities, I will be ywlad 
to assist in giving the movement 
that shape; more than that I would 
be delighted to see the movement 
made state-wide in scope.” 

“But,” continued Representative 
Smith, “I am going to start it sim- 
ply as an Atlanta proposition, and 
I believe the legislature will ac- 
cord the women of this city that 
privilege if the delegation frota Ful- 
ton county unites in the request. 

“In other words, we are not go- 
ing to seek to force this upon com- 
munities that may not want it, but 
I believe the representatives of 
such communities will be willing to 
accord the women of Atlanta this 
privilege, if this community wants 
them to have it. 

Out of Date. 

“It is preposterous to say that 
a woman skould be denied the priv- 
ilege of following the education of 


her children from the, hame study | 
tothe schdothouse. 


The doctrine 
that holds a woman responsible for 
the proper rearing of her children 
and yet which denies mothers the 
privilege of participating in their 
educational attivities, is entirely 
out of date and it belongs to the 
paleozoic age. 

“When I told the women at the 
school meeting the other day that 
the school teachers of Atlanta had 
never gotten fair treatment from 
the city because they did not have 
the right to vote, I told the truth. 

“The unjust manner in which the 
school teachers of this city have 
been treated is an outrage and a 
shame, and if they are permitted to 
vote this wrong will be very quick- 
ly righted. In the bond election 
held the other day in Atlanta the 
women of this city, desperately in- 
terested in the public schools, could 
not vote and yet the ballot box 


was open to all men—white and 
black alike. 


A Case in Point. 

“IT know the case of a prominent 
woman here who has children in the 
public schools and who was very 
much interested in the result of the 
recent bond election. She had work- 
ing for her a negro yard man who 
asked to be excused on election day 
long enough to go to the polls. Upon 
his return she asked him how he 
voted. 

“I voted agin’ everything,” 
the reply. 

“And yet this is simply one of 
hundreds of instances of women 
who are interested in the education 
of their children and who want 
justice for the school teachers, but 
who are unable to cast a ballot 
while their negro yard men vote to 
hold the teachers in bondage and 
the children in a state of suppres- 
sion, 

“Such a system as this !s worse 
than medieval; it belongs to the 
era of the cave man when the 
broadest function of the female was 
to be the slave of her master. 

“I believe the progressive city 
of Atlanta is ready to give its wom- 
en the right to vote on gchool mat- 
ters and I am going to ask that 
privilege for them. I have not as 
yet had an opportunity to discuss 
the matter with my colleagues, but 
nothing would give me greater 
pleasure than to secure their co-op- 


eration. With the united support 
of our delegation we can put the 
measure through as a local propo- 
sition and I for one am ready to 
stand or fall in the effort.”

RAINBOW BOYS 
COMING IN APRIL 


Pershing Cables They Are 


Preparing for Embarka- 
tion — One ‘‘Old Hick- 
ory’ Regiment Is Al- 
ready at Sea. 


Washington,. March 10.—General 
Pershing cabled the war department 
today that he had issued orders for 
the 42d (Rainbow) division to pre- 
pare for embarkation. This would 
indicate the 42d may be expected to 
sail between April 10 and 15, as the 
average period between such orders 
and embarkation has been one 
month, 

The original information here 
was that the Rainbow division was 
to embark for home about April 26. 
Secretary Glass recently requested 
that the sailing date be advanced 
so the division could participate in 
the Victory Liberty Loan campaign, 
but Secretary Baker wrote him that 
it would not be possible to advance 
the date sufficiently because of the 
strain this would entail on trans- 


_ portation facilities in France. 


Under the schedule as announced 
today the Rainbow division should 
reach the United States by May 1. 
The loan campaign probably will 
start about April 21 and continue 
until May 10. Consequently, it may 
be possible that the division can 
participate in the campaign. 

No formal plans for the recep- 
tion of the division have been an- 
nounced, but Secretary Baker has 
expressed the hope that it would. be 
possible for this body of troops to 
parade in Washington before it is 
demobilized. 

“Old Hickory” Boys Coming. 

Departure for home of the 113th 
field artillery, the 30th division, was 
reported today to the war depart- 
ment. This is among the first units 
of the 30th to return. It was com- 
prised originally of the old First 
North Carolina artillery and a part 
of the First North Carolina infantry. 
... The 113th, field artillery will. be. 
disembarkéd at Newport News, it 
was learned ‘officially. The regi- 
ment will be transferred by train 
to Raleigh, N. C., where it will be 
paraded, more than 1,000 of its mem- 
bers being from North Carolina. It 
will then be sent to Camp Jackson, 
S. C., for demobilization. 

It is still the intention of the war 
department to disembark as large a 
portion of the 30th division as can 
be handled at Charleston, &. C., but, 
it was said today, the facilities there

Some Dirt Better 
Than Another War, 
Says Marshall 


Vice President, While Not 
Campaigning for League 
of Nations, Says There 
Must Be Some Plan to 
Prevent Future Wars. 


Phoenix, Ariz., March 10.—Voicing 
his personal preference to “eat a 
little dirt rather to have another 
war,’ and declaring with regard to 
the league of nations that since the 
day of Washington's stand against 
entangling alliances e“times have 
changed,” Thomas R. Marshall, vice 
president of the United States, today 
gave his views to a joint session 
of the Arizona legislature. 

Vice President Marshall disclaimed 
any intention to campaign for the 
league, but asserted that America 
was faced with the choice either of 
joining in some plan to prevent fu- 
ture wars or of preparing imme- 
diately for the next outbreak. 

“While I would be forever against 
anything which would besmirch the 
honor of our flag or lessen the 
grandness and glory of the Ameri- 
can people, yet I am convinced that 
we are facing a new era and that 
the things must be different in the 
future,” Mr. Marshall said. 

“We have piled up an enormous 
debt; spent billions on useless en- 
gines of war to kill our fellow men, 
and for myself I have seen so many 
of our boys come back shattered 
and know of so many others who will 
not come back, that I would rather 
eat a little dirt than have another 
war. On the other hand, there are 
certain great questions for which 
it would be better to fight, and if 
I thought there was anything in 
this league of nations to lower the 


self-respect of the United States, 
then I weuld rather fight; but I do 
not think there is.”

ALL RADICAL FORCES

Lamar’s Charge Coincides 
to Certain Extent With 
Statements Made by 
Raymond Robins in An- 
swering Assertions by 
Ambassador Francis. 


Washington, March 10.—Mail mat- 
ter seized since the signing of the 
armistice has disclosed that the I. 
W. W., anarchists, radical socialists 
and others are “perfecting an amal- 
gnmation’’ which has for its object 
the overthrow of the American gov- 
ernment through a bloody revolu- 
tion and the establishment of a 
Bolshevik republic, according to a 
memorandum sent the senate prop- 
aganda committee by Solicitor La- 
mar, of the postoffice department. 
The memorandum was made publie 
today by the committee and Chatir- 
man Overman said it would be read 
into the record tomorrow. 


Rallying to Bolshevism. 


Declaring. that in Bolshevism the 
radical elements of the country had 
for the first time “found a common 
cause upon which they can unite,” 
Mr. Lamar said his information 
showed that propaganda against the 
government was being conducted 
With great regularity and that its 
magnitude could be measured by 
the “bold and ovtspoken §state- 
ments” found in the literature. Ac- 
companying his memorandum were 
several hundred exé¢erpts from mail 
matter showing the Arend of the 
propaganda. These will be made 
public later. 


Particular reference was made. by 
the solicitor to the activity of the 


dissatisfied foreign element. ig \the 


country, but he said perhaps the I. 
W. W. was the most active in the 
dissemination of the propaganda 
“because it has at its command a 
large field force known as recruit- 
ing agents, subscription agents, 
etc., who work unceasingly in 
the furtherance of ‘the cause.’”

“In classifying these statements, 
they are submitted in a major or 
general class as follows: I. W. W., 
anarchistic, radical and socialistic. 
It will be seen from these excerpts, 
and it is indeed = significant, 
that this is the first time in the 
history of the so-called radical 
movement in the United States that 
these radical elements have found 
a@ common cause (Bolshevism) in 
which they can all unite, the I. W. 
W., anarchists, socialists, radical and 
otherwise; in fact, all dissatisfied 
elements, particularly the foreign 
element, are perfecting an amalga- 
mation with one object, and one ob- 
ject only, in view, namely, the over- 
throw of the government of the 
United States by the means of a 
bloody revolution and‘the estab- 
lishmefit of a Bolshevik republic. 

I, W. W. Actively Engaged. 

“The I. W. W. is, perhaps, most 
actively engaged in spreading this 
propaganda and has at its command 
a large field force known as recruit- 
ing agents, subscription agents, etc., 
who work unceasingly in the fur- 
therance of ‘the cause.’ 

“This organization publishes at 
least five newspapers in the Eng- 
lish language and nine in foreign 
languages, as shown in the list 
given below. This list comprises 
only official papers of the organi- 
zation and does not take into ac- 
count the large number of free- 
lance papers published in the inter- 
est of the above organization.”

BATTLE CRUISERS 
BUILDING FOR NAVY 


MAY Be SGRAPPED 


Secretary Daniels Orders 
Work Suspended Until 
Decision Is Reached as 
to Future Type of Capi- 
tal Ship. 


COMPOSITE VESSEL 
UNDER CONSIDERATION 


It Would Combine Power 
of Slow Battleship and 
Speed of Battle Cruiser 
and Be Very Costly—Na- 
val Officers Disagree on 
Question. 


Washington, March 10.—Possibil- 
ity that the whole battle cruiser 
program of the navy, involving an 
expenditure of nearly half a billion 
dollars, will be abandoned in favor 
of a new type of cruiser battleship 
was indicated today by an announce- 
ment that Secretary Daniels had or- 
dered suspension of work on the 
six 35-knot cruisers already author- 
ized until a decision as to the fu- 
ture type of capital ship could be 
reached. 

There is a wide difference of 
opinion among American naval of- 
ficers as to whether the slow bat- 
tleship and the fast cruiser should 
not give way in the future to a 
ship combining the power of the 
one and nearly the speed of the 
other and because of this fact con- 
gressional committees have deferred 
action on six additional cruisers un- 
{0 a.full repart on new types can

“Tt is to gather information for this 
report that Secretary Daniels and 
his three chief technical advisers 
will sail Saturday for Europe. They 
will be met overseas by Admiral

NO MERCY SHOW 
10 SPARTACANS 
TAKEN IN BERLIN 


Prisoners Are Being Sum- 
marily Executed by Or- 
der of Herr Noske, Sec- 
retary of Military Affairs 


WHOLESALE MURDER 
LAID TO SPARTACANS 


Alleged That They Shot 
Sixty Detectives in One 
Batch —Spartacan Air- 
man Also Bombs Crowd 
Waiting to Buy Food. 


Berlin, March 10.—Murders, fight- 
ing and plundering continued 
throughout Sunday in various parts 
of the city. There was much snip- 
ing from the roofs. Many Sparta- 
cans were made prisoner during the 
forenoon and summary executions 
began in the afternoon, following 
the appearance of the order of Herr 
Noske, secretary of military affairs. 

Three looters caught in the act 
were the first to be executed. The 


government soldiers were so embit- | 


tered by their opponents’ atrocities 
that Herr Noske’'s decree was wel- 
comed. 

An instance of communist treach- 
ery was noted in the Kaiserstrasse, 
where a sailor approached a small 
body of government troops, holding 
up his hands and erying “don’t 
shoot.” The troops advanced to 
meet him and were quickly sur- 
rounded by a band of insurgents, 
who disarmed them.

Will Join France 
To Great Britain 


British and French Gov- 
ernments Agree and 
Work Will Soon Begin. 
Tunnels Also Proposed 
Under Bosphorus and 
Strait of Gibraltar. 


London, March 10.—The Daily 
Mail claims to have definite infor- 
mation that the British and French 
governments have agreed to the 
construction of a tunnel under the 
channel and that the details are now 
being discussed by a special com- 
mission in Paris, which also is con- 
sidering the building of tunnels 
under the Bosphorus and the Strait 
of Gibraltar. 

The engineering plans for the 
channel tunnel, according to The 
Daily Mail, are so far advanced that 
work could be begun immediately. 

“It is proposed,” says The Daily 
Mail, “to start the tunnel some dis- 
tance inside both countries, instead 
of near the comst, as was original- 
ly intended, so as to avoid the risks 
of a fall of the cliffs, such as al- 
ready have occurred on the British 
side near the point where the work 
would have been begun.

TALK OF AMENDMENTS

Paris, March 10.~—The supreme 
war council today finally adopted 
the military terms of German dis- 
armament. These provide for an 
army of 100,000 men, enlisted for 
twelve years. 

Turning Point Is Reached. 

London, March 10.—“We have 
reached the turning point of the 
conference,” says the Paris corre- 
spondent of The Daily News. “Not 
even when the Germans come will 
there be a week-end more impor- 
tant that the past one. The pre- 
paratory work is nearly finished 
and the preliminary convention of 
peace will be ready in a few days. 

“By the time President Wilson 
reaches Paris the naval and military 
conditions will have been settled. 

“It is an open secret Premier 
Lloyd-George considers disarmament 
the touchstone of conference suc~ 
cess, and his insistence on disarma- 
ment for Germany is merely the 
first step in a_ general policy of 
pacification intended to lead to dis« 
armament in all countries.” 


TAFT AMENDMENTS 
TO LEAGUE CHARTER. 

Paris, March 10—The amendments 
to the draft of the league of nations 
plan which have been proposed by 
William Howard Taft are receiving 
the close study of the various delee 
gations to the peace conference. 

The understanding prevails that 
the suggestions made by Mr. Taft 
might be adopted if assurmnce could 
be had that the reopening of the 
whole subject will not be involved 
and that further amendments will 
not be offered by other nations. It 
is generally admitted in well-in- 
formed circles, however, that some 
French and Italian proposals are to 
be expected. 

The ground is being canvassed 
quietly in an effort to secure fur- 
ther information on the points 
raised by Mr. Taft anticipatory to 
the arrival of President Wilson, who 


must render final judgment on any 
American amendment to the draft.’ 


NO GERMAN OPERA 
WILL BE ALLOWED 
IN NEW YORK CITY, 


New York, March 10.—At the ine 
stance of Mayor Hylan and Police 
Commissioner Enright, wno declared 
that the projected performances 
might provoke disorder, the man- 
agement of the Lexington theatre 
today cancelled arrangements for a 
season of German operas, the first 
of which was to be presented to- 
night. Governor Smith, answering 
an appeal to intercede, said the 
mayor alone had this power. 

Despite announcement that the 
management of the theater, at the 
request of Mayor Hylan and Police 
Comissioner Enright, had indefi- 
nitely postponed its advertised sea- 
son in the German language, nearly 
590 soldiers, sailors and marines, in 
military formation, headed by a na- 
val petty officer, marched up Lex- 
ington avenue early this evening to 
see that the theater really was 
“dark.” 

On being informed by the police 
that no performance would be given, 
the men marched away in orderly 
fashion and later: disbanded.

Get Income Cuts 


Government Rules ‘That 
Their Losses Are De- 
ductible From Gross In- 
comes—P oker Players 
Must Include Winnings. 


Washington, March 10.—Business 
losses of gamblers. moonshiners, 
bootleggers and other participants 
in illegal practices are deuuctable 
from gross incomes in determining 
net income subject to tax. The 
internal revenue bureau decided the 
question today in passing upon in- 


quiries of professional gamblers in 
New York, Chicago, Boston and 
other cities, and from a lone query 
of a southern ex-moonshiner. 

The bureau’s attitude is that in- 
come, even from an illegal business, 
is taxable, and that losses in con- 
nection with this business are de- 
ductable, but not to an extent ex- 
ceeding earnings from the business. 
Tax collectors, according to this at- 
titude, are concerned with collect- 
ing revenue, and not prosecuting 
illegal businesses. Consequently, 
they will regard as confidential any 
disclosures of il!=gal source of in- 
come,

“The campaign must be 
educational in nature and people will 
have to be told why there must be 
another Liberty Loan, though the 
armistice is signed and negotiations 
for peace are being made. 

“To their oft-repeated statement, 
‘the war is over,’ they will have to 
be told the truth about the pay for 
the job, and the fact that we have 
not completed the work of ‘the army 
at home’ until the bills are paid. 

“We must tell the people we work 
with why we must pay our debt 
to the banks, that the banks may 
go on doing their part producing. 
the money to keep going in our 
program of reconstruction the 
wheels of every activity—commerce, 
business and the industries.”’

‘It is the just and fair way, and 
it brings out the force of the in- 
dividual in reaching the individual 
and gives our people an opportunity 
to realize the meaning of individual 
responsibility, which many of them 
have not yet felt in their war ob- 
ligations. 

“Again T approve your. plan 
through which the men and the 


women are going to work together. 
“The cause of the Victory Loan is| 
certainly a great common cause, 


Men and women have shared the 
burdens of the war; women have 
done their part courageously, as 
the men have done theirs faithfully, 
and when they come together to 
work for this Victory Loan they will 
give an eloquent example of that 
real co-operation, which will mean 
the success of the Victory Loan.”

‘They were cheerful and uncom- 
plaining—so American and so sweet.

“When I saw them I realized that 
our war work was not over, that 
we must pay the bill for these boys,

triumphantly.”

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85,000 German Helmets 
Sold by Government 
For Just One Dollar 


Washington, March 10.—DBighty- 
five thousand captured German hel- 
mets forwarded to the United States 
by General Pershing were sold to- 
day by the war department for 
$1.00. The purchaser was Frank R. 
Wilson, publicity director of the 
Liberty Loan, who will ship the 
helmets from New York tomorrow 
to district headquarters of the loan 
organization to be used as prizes 
for Victory Liberty Loan workers 
in the forthcoming campaign. The 
purchase was agreed upon after war 
department lawyers had declared it 
was illegal for the government to 
give away any materials.

INVESTIGATORS 


CALL PUBLIC DANCES GOOD 


Among the wallflowers at all the 
public dances in Atlanta Wednesday 
night were military and civil au- 
thorities bent on ascertaining 
whether a bad moral atmosphere 
surrounds the local dance halls. In 
most instances the uninvited guests 
were plain clothes men, so there was 
no opportunity to tame down the 
bunny hugs, or fox trots, or cheek 
rubs, or, whatever it is the poiice 
find objectionable. Therefore ‘ihe 
inspection was regarded as a fair 
test, and the dance halls came 
through with a clean bill of health. 


“There were only three dance 
halls in operation Wednesday 
night,” stated Chief Beavers, who 
led the inspecting forees, “and all 
were being conducted properly. The 
dances were polite and decent. No 
improper women wer? present and 
there was nothing at all wrong. We 
are going to make the inspections 
frequently and without notice, so if 
there is anything improper, we will 
soon find it out.” 

Chief Beavers agreed with Lieu- 
tenant R. J. Bennett, of the military 
police, that it is better to have 
dance halls operated under military 
and police supervision than to for- 
bid them entirely. Both officers 
insist that the soldiers and girls 
are going to meet and dance some- 
where and it is better for them to 
dance under police supervision than 
to search out places where they can- 
not be watched. It is the plan of 
the authorities to expel from the 
halis and forbid the return of any 
women known to be of bad charac- 
ter, and to break up any suggestive 
dancing. 

The investigation of dance halls 
was started as the result of a re- 
quest by Carl Hutcheson that all 
dance halls in the city be closed. J. 
Cc. Little, chairman of the police 
committee of council and ex-officio 
member of the police board, took up 


the complaint of Mr. Hutcheson and 
ordered the probe. In fact, Coun- 
cilman Little has made a personal 
inspection of conditions surrounding 
the dance halls, and accompanied 
the officers on their visits Wednes- 
day night. Lieutenant Bennett, of 
the military police, also aided in the 
inspection. 

The complaint against public 
dance halls has aroused unusual in- 
terest in the city, and has been dis- 
cussed at meetings of various civic 
organizations. Council is dividcd 
as to taking anv action in the mat- 
ter. However, as the dances are at- 
tended to a large extent by. soldiers 
and the training camp. activities 
committee has urged that they be 
continued for the entertainment of 
mer: in the camps n2ar Atianta, it 
is not regarded as probable that 
there will be anything more than 
close supervision. 

Little Gives O. K. 

Councilman Little, who is in 
charge of the issuance of dance hall 
permits as head of the police com- 
mittee of council, stated that the 
investigators found some of the 
best people of Atlanta at the dances, 
and that everything was proper and 
orderly. 

“tT am in favor of having dance 
halls if they are properly conduct- 
ed. The young people have had 
and always will have dances some- 
where, and it is better that they 
should be where the police may su- 
pervise them. The soldiers here, as 
well as our own young people, are 
entitled to some innocent form cof 
amusement. However, we are £0- 
ing to weed out any undesirable 
features in connection with public 
dances, and investigations will be 
made frequently.’

As matters stand, Sunday busi 
ness is conducted in Atlanta in 2 
moral and a legal manner. 

Nobody is suffering injury by 
existing conditions and trade regu- 
lations. 


The laws are just strict enough 
to be dignified, and to safeguard 
the sacredness of the Sabbath day. 
and not so strict as to be extrem< 
or to work hardship anywhere. 

If, as some would have it, a law 
is enacted by council repealing 
section 1777 of the city code, which 
legalizes the sale of soft drinks. 
candy, cigars, tobacco, etc. or 
Sunday, there is danger of a reéac- 
tion that will swing the pendulum 
back to an extreme that will 
throw the city wide open on Sun. 
day. 

Public sentiment is satisfied 
with the Sunday closing regula- 
tions now obtaining; but it will 
not tolerate a Puritanical extreme 
in the direction of a “blue law.” 

To have the law decree that a 
man in the twentieth century must 
not be permitted to purchase a ci- 
gar on a Sunday, or an ice cream 
cone or soft drinks for his family 
while on a Sunday afternoon stroll 
through the streets or the parks, 
would be ridiculous; and it would 
endanger the respect the public 


stands. 

It is nonsense in this day and 
time for an archaic sentiment of - 
past age to say to a man that on 
Saturday night he must crawl into 
a tin can and stay there, with the 
lid on tightly, until Monday morn 
ing! 

The »sublic does not want such a 
law as that; and if such a law is 
enacted there is grave danger of 
an anti-climax that will do real 
harm in. the matter of Sunday ob- 
servince.

CRUSH IT! 


Bolshevism, as it is viewed by 
David R. Francis, American am- 
bassador to Russia at the time of 
the overthrow of government in 
that country, is a hideous thing 
that seeks to rule mankind by 
terror. 

It is worse than anarchy, for, as 


|Mr. Francis expressed it in testi- 


fying before the senate committee 
that is investigating lawless propa- 
ganda in this country— 
“Anarchists, as I 


them, believe only in the destruc- 
tion of property. The Bolshevists 


ize that their only means of contin- 
uing in power is by killing all those 
who dare to oppose them.” 
Probably there is not a man in 
the United States who is better 
qualified than Mr. Francis to speak 
upon this subject in the light of 
personal observation and contaet. 
He has seen Bolshevism operate. 
He knows what it is; what it does; 
what it seeks to do. 

He has seen, he told the com- 
mittee, “gutters from a courtyard 
in Petrograd” actually running 
with blood from the victims of 
Bolshevism—men, women and chil- 
dren who had been butchered in 
wholesale, five hundred of them at 
one time, whose only offense con- 
sisted in their non-membership in 
the Bolshevik organization! 

He said that what he had seen 
with his own eyes while in Russia 
led him to believe that the Bolshe- 
vists in their everyday practices 
committed “excesses far beyond 
even the wildest dreams of anarch- 
ists!”

There is a great deal of confusion 
among soldiers who have been dis- 
charged and are now in the service 
regarding the $60 bonus allowed 
them by the terms of the recéntly 
enacted revenue law.

The bonus shall not be paid to 
any person who, though appointed 
or inducted into the military or na- 
val forces on or prior to November 
11, 1918, had not reported for duty 
at his station on or prior to such 
date: or (2) to any person who has! 
already received one month’s pay, 
under the provisions of section 9 of | 
the act entitled “an act to authorize 
the president to increase tempo- 
rarily the military establishment of 
the United States,” approved May 
18, 1917; or (3) to any person who 
is entitled to retired pay; or (4) to 
the heirs or legal representatives 
of any person entitled to any pay- 
ment under this section who has 
died or may die before receiving 
such payment.

How to Proceed 
To Get the Bonus.

HAVE YOU LOST YOUR ELASTIC? 

It is not right, as I explained in 
a preceding talk, to feel that morti- 
fication is due to set in as soon as 
you have attained middle age. In- 
stead of a man or woman looking 
forward toward a change of life 
after forty—and women should not 
imagine that they have any corner 
on this change of life foolishness, 
for men break down and suffer even 
more troubles at middle age than 
do women—it would be far better 
to plan for another forty years of 
activity. It takes forty years to 
attain maturity. It is but fair to 
allow another forty years for the 
fullest activity of life. And then 
take forty more to die, quietly and 
by degrees like an old tree. This 
habit of breaking down at forty-five 
or fifty and succumbing, not to 
“overwork” or “nervous exhaustion 
or anything like that, but to apo- 
plexy, Bright’s disease or. heart 
muscle failure—the expressions of 
cardiovascular degeneration or the 
mortification of middle age—is 
growing, according to the mortality | 
statistics of the U. 5S. census bureau 
for the past sixteen or eighteen 
years. And it is a bad habit, aris- 
ing from a wrong state of mind. It 
is chiefly a matter of dignity. ;

ROPER GIVES WARNING 
AS TO INCOME RETURNS 


Washington, March 10.—Warning 
was issued today by Internal Reve- 
nue Commissioner Roper that per- 
sons who fail to file income tax 
returns with revenue collectors be- 
fore next Saturday night will be 
subject to prosecution. He called 
on honest taxpayers to aid in the 
round-up of slackers by reporting 
any information they might have 
Which would assist in detection. 

Those who merely negiect to file 
returns are subject, on prosecution, 
to a fine of not more than $1,000, 
and those who “wilfully refuse” are 
subject to fine of not more than 
$10,000, or -imprisonment for one 
year, or both. 

“Ignorance of the law,” said the 
commissioner, “cannot consistently 
be offered as an excuse by the man 
who fails to file his income tax on 
time. Wide publicity has been given 
the provisions of the new revenue 
bill. The vast majority, therefore, 
of the Amercian people know the 
demands of the government.” 

Means of detecting tax-dodgers 
include the posting, aS soon as pos- 
sible, in each revenue district, of the 
names of persons who have filed 
returns and the checking over of 
reports of “information at the 
source,” made by persons who paid 
more than $1,000 last year to any 
individual or-business interest. 

Commissioner Roper called at- 
tention to the extension of the 
forty-five days allowed taxpayers 
who are unable to file complete re- 
turns by next Saturday, providing 
they report an estimate of the tax 
due by that time, together with a 
payment of at least one-fourth of 
the estimated tax. This applies to 
both corporations and individuals. 


CONVERSION OF BONDS 
REOPENED BY GLASS 


Washington& March 10.—Secre- 
tary Glass, a*ting under authority 
conferred by the Victory Liberty 
Loan act, today issued an order re- 
opening to holders of converted 
bonds of the first Liberty Loan, and 
of bonds of the second Liberty Loan, 
the privilege of having their bonds 
converted into 4% per cent bonds. 
These two classes of bonds now bear 
interest at 4 per cent. 

The conversion privilege, 
expired last November 9, under 
loan act then in effect, is reopened 
under the order as of March 7, and 
the extension is indefinite. 

Holders of the bonds may pre- 
sent them for conversion at any 
bank. Regulation forms of appli- 
cation have been prepared and will 
be available within a few days. At 
the time the -bonds are converted, 
coupon bonds may be exchanged for 
registered bonds,

SENTENCE OF RUSS 
MODIFIED BY JUDGE 
AT JURY’S REQUEST 


Upon the request of the jurymen 
who served in the trial of George 
A. Russ, former assistant genernl 
manager of the Texas Oil company, 
recently found guilty of embez- 
zling $9875 from his firm, that the 
penalty given him be changed, 
Judge J. D. Humphries Monday 
modified the sentence which had 
been imposed of $500 and twelve 
months on the chaingang to $500 
and six months in the county jail. 

When the verdict was returned 
the jury mmde the recommendation 
that the offense be considered a 
misdemeanor and not a felony, ow- 
ing to various conditions connected 
with the embezzlement. 

The following is the letter to 
Judge Humphries which resulted in 
the commutation of the sentence: 

“We, the undersigned, members of 
the trial jury, submit that we, after 
much thought given to the evidence 
and to the defendant’s statement in 
the above case (that of George H. 
Russ) feel that the verdict rendered 
in said case wrs such as to cause 
your honor to impose sentence much 
more severe than we, the jurors, 
with our limited knowledge of the 
law in such cases, knew would be 
required under such a verdict as 
was rendered. 

“We therefore respectfully peti- 
tion your honor that you modify 
by removing there- 
from the chaingang sentence if such 
would meet your approval. 

“Assuring you that we take this 
action only from a desire to see 
justice done, and not from having 
been influenced by anyone on the 
outside, we beg to remain, yours re- 
spectfully.”

Washington, March 10.—Convic- 
fions under the espionage act of 
Bugene V. Debs, socialist leader, and 
Jacob Frohwerk, a newspaper ed- 


tor of Kansas City, were sustained 
C the supreme court in 
Wtianimous opinions delivered by 


Justice Holmes. Both men were sen- 
tenced by the lower courts to ten 
years’ imprisonment. : 

While not passing directly on the 
constitutionality of the act, ‘the 
court, in effect, did declare valid 
the so-called enlistment section and 
reaffirmed its opinion the espionage 
law is not an interference with the 
constitutional right of free speech. 

Most Drastic Part ef Act. 

This part of the act, which is 
section 3 part 1, is the most drastic 
in the measure, and not only makes 
it a misdemeanor to circulate false 
reports for the purpose of interfer- 
ing with military and naval opera- 
tions and enlistments, but also pro- 
hibits the utterance or writing of 
“disloyal, profane, scurrilous or 
abusive language” about the Ameri- 
can form of government, military 
forces, flag or uniforms, or which 
is intended to bring them into con- 
tempt or intended to encourage re- 
sistance to the United States or to 
cripple the country in the prosecu- 
tion of the war. 

Debs was convicted on three 
counts, but the court passed direct- 


ly on only one of these, that charg-

made in a speech at Canton, Ohio, 
last June. The other two counts 
charged him with attempting to in- 
cite insubordination and disloyalty, 
and also with uttering language in- 
tended to provoke and encourage 
resistance to the United States gov- 
ernment. 

In arguing the case before the su- 
preme court, however, the govern- 
ment did not press the last charge. 

Frohwerk’s conviction resulted 
from articles written by him and 
published in The Missouri Staats 
Zeitung, criticising the United States 
participation in the war. 

‘Passing on Merits ef Each Case. 

Some attorneys interpreted the 
failure of the court to give a direct 
opinion as to the constitutionality 
of the espionage act as indicating 
its intention to pass upon the mer- 
its of each individual case corsid- 
ered by it. The court today grant- 
ed petitions asking it to review the 
case of H. E. Kircher. convicted un- 
der the espionage act because of 
statements made in a recent speech 
at Elizabeth, W. Va., in which he 
declared the government in the 
prose¢etion of the war was corrupt 
and was controlled by the moneyed 
interests. He was sentenced to two 
years’ imprisonment. ~A number 
of other espionage cases are now 
before the court, while about 75 
cases involving charges similar to 
those against Debs are pending in 
appellate courts over the country. 

In affirming Debs’ conviction Jus- 
tice Holmes reviewed the case in 
detail and held in effect that Debs 
had been guilty of wilful attempt:to 
obstruct recruiting and that. the 
jury had been properly instructed 
by the lower. court. He also said 
that the government had presented 
a strong argumen from he hisoryjof 
of the statutes that the instruction 
was correct and in accordance with 
established usage, and added that in 
the light of this fact it was unnec- 
essary to discuss the question in de- 
tail. 

Regarding the Frohwerck case, 
Justice Holmes declared that the 
first amendment to the constitution, 
while prohibiting legislation against 
free speech as such, was obviously 
not intended to give immunity for 
every possible use of language. 

Debs Presidential Candidate. 

Debs, four times a candidate for 
president of the United States, be- 
gan life as a locomotive fireman on 


the Terre Haute and Indianapolis 
railroad. He was born in Terre 
Haute. Ind., sixty-four years ago. 
For years he was prominent in the 
firemen’s brotherhood, Playing an 
active part in several big strikes. In 
1885 he was a member of the In- 
diana legislature. In 1900 he ran for 
president on the social democratic 
ticket, and he was the candidate of 
ee wocialiat party in 1904, 1908 and 


The indictment on which Debs 
was convicted charged him with at- 
tempting to incite ‘“insubordina- 
tion, disloyalty, mutiny and re- 
fusal of duty in the military and 
naval forces,” attempting to ob- 
struct recruiting and enlistments, 
and with uttering and publishing 
language intended to provoke and 
encourage resistance to the United 
States as well as to promote the 
enemys cause. The indictment con- 
tained ten counts, but conviction 
was only on three. 

en placed on trial, Debs called 
no witnesses in defense, and made 
the only argument in his own be- 
half. In appealing to the supreme 
court, he attacked the admission in 
evidence by the lower court of the 
St. Louis socialist platform, which 
he had indorsed, and records from 
the trial of Rose Pastor Stokes, and 
alleged he had been tried on his 

State of mind.” Valtdity of the 
espionage act was also attacked by 
Debs, who alleged it violated the 
right of free speech. 

Contention of Government, 

In opposing the appeal in the su- 
preme court, the government denied 
the act was unconstitutional, but 
admitted it was not convinced that 
the facts charged in the indictment 
alleging the utterance of language 
designed to encourage resistance to 
the United States and to promote 
the enemy’s cauSe were sufficient to 
warrant conviction on that count. 
For that reason, the government 
made no further contentions rela- 
tive to that charge. 

Congress, in enacting the espion- 
age act, the government further 
contended, intended to cover all 
willful interference with the pro- 
cess of raising an army, and argued 
that constitutional guarantees of 
free speech do not include the in- 
tentional incitement to violations 
of the law.

President Seems to Have 

Recovered From Cold. 
Vessel to Reach Brest 
Thursday and Wilson 
Will Hurry to Paris. 


On Board U. 8S. 8. George Wash- 
ington, March 10.—(By Wireless to 
the Associated Press.)—President 
Wilson this afternoon appeared to 
have entirely recovered from the 
cold from which he has been suf- 
fering. The president walked about 
the ship and also played shuffle- 
board on deck with Mrs. Wilson. 

President Wilson received several 
messages today from Colonel E. M. 
House regarding the developments 
at the peace conference and the pro- 
gram which has been arranged after 
the president's arrival in France. 
The president sent replies. 

The president also received a wire- 
less dispatch from the mayor of 
Brest expressing a desire to ex- 
tend him a welcome on behalf of 
the municipality of Brest on the ar- 
rival of the George Washington. 
President Wilson sent an accept- 
ance, but asked that the ceremonies 
be as brief and informal as pos- 
sible, saying he desired to proceed 
immediately to Paris. 

The George Washington is main- 
taining good speed, and is expected 
to arrive at Brest between 3 and 8 


p. m. Thursday, March 13, and the 
president will proceed immediately 
thence to Paris. Various confer- 
ences are being arranged by wire- 
less for him to take place Friday, 
March 14. 

President Wilson expects to take 
up at once work of the most active 
order upon his arrival in Paris. 
There will be no let-up until the 
most important matters are disposed 
of. Then he probably will take the 
expected trip to Belgium and the 
devastated regions of northern 
France. The date of this journey, 
however, has not yet been decided 
upon by the’ president.

committee and the board of educa- 
tion came to an agreement to sub- 
mit the proposal to restore the tax 
rate to $1.50 per $100, submitting 
the question to the people May l. 
The joint committee meeting also

Notwithstanding’ that questions 
have arisen which threaten the va- 
lidity of the bonds (which are not 
regarded as at all serious by City 
Attorney Mayson) and despite the 
fact that a small margin of votes— 
many of which were said to have 
been from an element that failed to 
comprehend the true situation— 
were registered against the tax in- 
crease, the backers of fhe financial 
program for the city are optimistic 
with reference to the attitude of 
the people, and they believe that 
the citizens of Atlanta will put both 
questions “over the top” with a 
whoop when given a fair chance to 
vote upon the two issues, 

It is known that the tax increase 
question has a certain number of 
opponents in city council, but as- 
surance has been expressed by the 
backers that there is little danger 
that council members will fail to 
agree upon the financial policy that 
has been outlined and advocnted by 
the experienced members of the 
body. 

The second election if allowed by 
the city fathers will go over with 
votes to spare, declared an influen- 
tial member of the finance commit- 
tee Monday afternoon. 

The ordinance authorizing the 
second election for bonds and tax 
restoration is being prepared now 
by City Attorney James L. Mayson. 

The matter of registration for the 
new election will be looked into 
closely by the city attorney and the 
committee, and announcement will 
be made later with reference to that 
feature. 


BATTLE CRUISERS 
MAY BE SCRAPPED

effective capital ship of today is a 
high-speed battleship which carries 
the great gun power and armor pro- 
tection of a battleship and as much 
as possible of the high speed of a 
battle cruisers. Such naval ex- 
perts as Admiral Benson and Ad- 
miral Sims, as a result of their ob- 
servations and study abroad, con- 
cur in the opinion of Admiral Mayor. 
Many of the high ranking officers 
of the navy department likewise 
concur in this opinion, while many 
of the experts of the general board 
are of the opinion that the battle 
cruiser as planned should be pro- 
ceeded with and battleships of lower 
speed, greater gun power and 
greater protection be likewise 
constructed. 
_ Naval Experts Differ. 

“Because of the difference of opin- 
ion among naval experts, the larger 
amount of money involved (between 
$180,000,000 and $200,000,000), and 
the great question of fighting ef- 
ficiency being involved, the secre- 
tary of the navy has directed tem- 
porary suspension of the construc- 
tion of the battle cruisers. Little of 
the work on the hull has been done. 
Some of the electrical machinery 
has been started, but it is not con- 
templated that the delay of two 
months or so will be such as to 
seriously interfere with the proper 
decision in the matter. It is be- 
cause of the difference of opinion 
among experts and to study naval 
lessons taught by the war that the 
secretary of the navy is taking the 
chiefs of the technical bureaus of 
the navy department with him to 
Europe to study the question with 
naval experts, and obtain such other 
technical information as is possible 
while abroad from studies of for- 
eign plans and specifications.” 


Navy General Board Disagrees. 


The navy has not had a similar 
controversy over ship designs for 
ten years. In this case the navy 
general board, charged with decid- 
ing upon the military character- 
istics of new ships, disagrees with 
the opinion of the high officers who 
have had experience overseas in the 
present war. On the board are two 
former commanders of the Atlantic 
fleet, Rear Admirals Badger and 
Fletcher. They believe that the con- 
struction of both dreadnaughts and 
battle cruisers should continue. 

The difference of opinion began 
last year when the British admi- 
ralty decided to alter the plans for 
the battleship Hood to make her a 
composite battleship and battle 
cruiser. In effect the decision was 
to build a very high-speed battle- 
ship, sacrificing gun power to some 
extent for speed, but retaining the 
defensive armor of a ship of the 
line. The Hood will carry eight 
fifteen-inch rifles, full battleship 
armor and have a speed of a little 
more than 30 knots an hour. Her 
displacement is in excess of 40,000 
tons, 

It is understood the original pur- 
pose of the construction of the Hood 
was to produce a vessel to meet 
the raids of the German battle 
cruisers on the British coast. Offi- 
cers who have not taken sides in 
the dispute here say that so far as 
they know Great Britain has not 
laid down any additional ships of 
this type. 

The advantages of a very high 


speed battleship, however, appealed | 


strongly to American offic B over- 


seas and they have urged this con- 
struction so strongly that the whole 
building program here for a time 
threatened to be blocked by failure 
of the naval establishment to agree 
on what was desirable. It was 
originally planned to bring Vice 
Admiral Sims home as head of the 
general board in order the differ- 
ences might be worked out there, 
but he preferred duty at the naval 
war college to which he was as-e 
Signed is naval orders made public 
today. 


$40,000,008 for Single Ship. 

Examining the Hood design, some 
officers said that the ‘gun power 
of this huge vessel was of little 
more than half of the broadside 
weight of the new American dread- 
naughts carrying twelve 16-inch 
guns. Some officers have estimated 
that to get such gun power in a 
ship that would approach a thirty- 
knot speed and at the same time 
carry full battleship. protection 
would require a 55,000-ton ship of 
way pt 900 _ length, the cost of 
which wou é@ not less - 
000,000. paaeere 

One effect, it was said, of the 
adoption of the cruiser battleship 
program would be to render obso- 
lete all existing battleships. The 
speed of these new type vessels 
would be useless in individual ships, 
officers said, and to construct an 
entire fleet of them would present 
a stupendous cost. It was pointed 
out that when Great Britain launch- 
ed the dreadnaught she gave Ger- 
many an opportunity to catch up to 
some extent in naval power since 
all older vessels were at once out 
of date. 


In conferences with the British,. 


French and Italian admiralty offi- 
cials, Secretary Daniels 
aides will seek full light upon every 
lesson taught by the naval engage- 
ments of the great war that had 
bearing on ships’ designs. It has 
been said that since there was only 
one occasion when the opposing bat- 
tle fleets came into action against 
each other, no clear light had been 
thrown by the war on this subject, 
but in the views of the officers 
who were with the British fleet 
during that battle the American of- 
ficials probably can find the basis 
of the full report on ship types 
which they will formulate. 


Contracts for Cruisers Already Let. 


Contracts for the battle cruisers 
were awarded in March, 1917, but 
in the case of most plants it was 
necessary to build new stocks for 
their construction. Before these 
were completed available shipbuild- 
ing facilities were concentrated on 
destroyers and merchant ships and 
work on capital warships held up. 
However, much materials for the 
ships has been assembled and some 
work has been done on the engines, 

The Newport News Shipbuilding 
and Dry Dock company has the con- 
tract for two of the cruisers, while 
the Fore River yard and the New 
York Shipbuilding company each has 
the contract for one. The other two 
were to have been laid down tin 
navy yards, one at the League Is- 
land plant at Philadelphia. 

As designed the ships were to 
have had a tonnage of 34,000 and a 
speed of 35 knets. They would have 
been 850 feet long, 91 feet broad 
and would have carried ten 14-inch 
rifles, eight torpedo tubes, eighteen 
5-inch rifles and many other smaller 
guns.

the statements reiterated today by 
Raymond Robins, former head of 
the American Red Cross mission in 
Russia, when he again appeared be- 
fore the committee, primarily to an- 
swer statements concerning him 
made Saturday by David R. Fran- 
cis, American ambassador to Russia. 

Mr. Robins insisted that it was 
the desire of the Bolshevists to 
overthrow all the governments of 
the world and in their place set up 
terroristic governments similar to 
those in Russia. He said he did 
not know of his own knowledge that 
Bolshevists from Russia actually 
were engaged in trying to accom- 
YPlish this purpose in the United 
States, but that he was convinced 
ecrtain people here were engaged in 
propaganding Bolshevist ideas. 

“The JI... W. W.,” he added, “has 
been doing it for twenty years.” 

In reply to questions Mr. Robins 
said he did not know whether Bol- 
shevist agents were being sent into 
South America, but he agreed with 
Senator King, of Utah, that it was 
quite probable the Russian reds 
weuld undertake to aid anv radi- 
cal groups wherever operating. 

Turning to Ambassador Francis’ 
testimony last Saturday, Mr. Robins 
denied that he had gone to the head- 
quarters of the Bolshevists in Pe- 
trograd, asked about their princi- 
ples and indicated his approval of 
them. He also denied that he had 
ever pretended to represent the 
American government in Russia. 
Ambassador Francis told the com- 
mittee he had heard Mr. Robins was 
spoken of in Moscow as the mouth- 
piece of the American government 
and as a consequence the ambassa- 
dor thought it wise to make a pub- 
lic announcement that statements 
coming from sources other than the 
American embassy were not author- 
ized. 

Francis Valued Robins. 

Mr. Robins submitted copies of 
cablegrams which he said passed 
between Ambassador Francis and 
the state department and telegrams 
and letters which he asserted were 
sent him by the ambassador. The 
witness explained that his purpose 
in offering these documents was to 
show that at all times his relations 
with the ambassador were valued 
and cordial and that he was author- 
ized by Ambassador Francis to 
maintain contact with the Bolshe- 
vists. 

One of the letters was given him 
by Ambassador Francis, Mr. Robins 
said, “to provide against the possi- 
bility of error in statement and 
subsequent refutation of my au- 
thorization to represent the ambas- 
suador in the manner indicated by 
his verba) instructions.” This was 
at a time when, according to the

Another letter which Mr. Robins 
said was written by Ambassador 
Francis contained statements as to 
what the United States might do in 
chase the treaty was not signed. Mr. 
Robins told the committee the let- 
ter was given him to be used at 
his discretion as evidence to Lenine 
and the officials of the fourth all- 
Russia soviet at Moscow to aid in 
the prevention of the ratification af 
the treaty and “as evidence of the 
willingness of the ambassador to 
urge against intervention in Siberia 
by the Japanese. 

Others of the documeénts were 
credentials. They were presented 
by Mr. Robins as indicating the spe- 
cific character of his unofficial re- 
lationship as “special representative 
of the ambassador with the soviet 
government.” One letter mentioned 
the ambzssador’s efforts “to bring 
railroad men to the assistance of the 
soviet government” and “bring 
about the aid of the military mis- 
sions toward organizing an armg” 
for that government and of the fail- 
ure of his efforts, due to the non- 
compliance with his recommenda- 
tions by the government at Wash- 
ington. 

Members of the committee told 
told Mr. Robins that Ambassador 
Francis had not intimated in his 
testimony that Mr. Robins’ recall 
had been brought about by anything 
else except the regular routine bus- 
iness of the Red Cross. They also 
pointed out to him that Ambassador 
Francis had been particular to say 
that Mr. Robins had rendered valu- 
able services in maintaining con- 
tact with the Bolsheviki.

FEDERAL BUARD URGED 
FOR PUBLIC UTILITIES 


Washington, March 10.—Several 
government departments have under 
consideration the organization of a 
board to hear cases involving dis- 
putes over rates between loca] au- 
thorities and street car, gas cand 
electric companies and other public 
utilities, and to make recommenda- 
tions. No legal power would be 
sought to provide for the carrying 
out of these recommendations, de- 
pendence being placed upon moral 
influence. 

The proposal was discussed with 
President Wilson before his de- 
parture for 'Europe, and his approval 
was asked. Some anneuncement of 
the government’s course is expect- 
ed soon. 

Alleged Need of Action. 

The need for some sort of federal] 
action to stimulate the considera- 
tion by loca] authorities of utilities 
applications for higher rates grows 
out of the fact that wages and costs 
of materials still are rising, and in 
many cases higher wages have been 
granted at the order of the war la- 
bor board. 

City councils, 
sions and other 
have been slow 


utilities commis- 
local authorities 
to act on applica- 
tion for higher rates to meet in- 
creased operating costs, according 
,}to reports to the war finance cor- 
| poration, war labor board and labor 
‘department. Consequently, it is re- 
ported that many utilities face a 
serious financial situation, Since 
these utilities, particularly street 
car companies, are large employers 
of labor, and purchasers of varied 
supplies, the government is con- 
cerned in their industrial health. 

Conferenceg between 
the treasury, labor department and 
war labor board resulted in the sug- 
gestion to President Wilson that he 
approve formation of a voluntary 
board, composed of representatives 
of utilities, emplcyees and govern- 
ment departments, to. hear appeals 
on utilties rates, either from the 
companies or from public interests. 
The board’s decision would not be 
absolutely binding, but ~ officials 
point out that its authority might 
be somewhat comparable to that of 
the war labor board as now consti- 
tuted. 

Arguments Against Plan. 

Arguments against the plan, pre- 
sented by government officials, are 
that it might savor of extended gov- 
ernment interference with local bus- 
ines affairs, and the government is 
represented as anxious to promote 
the “hands-off” policy as rapidly 
as readjustment conditions justify. 
This situation las postponed adop- 
tion of the plan heretofore, and con- 
ferences between officials and rep- 
resentatives of utilities will be hetd 
here this week in an attempt to 
work out. means by whicn this gov- 
ernment interference can be mini- 
mized. 

About one hundred nublic utility 
corporations have applied to the 
war finance corporations for loans 
to tide them over the period of 
financial stress caused by searing 
operating costs not matched by rate 
advances. In most cases the-com- 
panies’ financial conditions were re- 
garded as not healthy, however, 
since adeqaute secruity could not be 
furnished, and assistance was not 
given. Only nine public utilities 
have obtained loans aggregating 
$39,000,000 from the corporation. 


STATES PUSH BURLESON 
INTO SUPREME COURT 


Washington, March 10.—Steps to

“It will be extremely unfortunate

“Tnere is no reason, providing we 
have rational control and regulation 
or governmental supervision, to 
fear government ownership; but 
without a rational, effective control 
which will regulate but not restrict, 
control, but not destroy, utilities 
of necessity, government ownership 
is inevitable.” 

Postal Man on Vail, 

New York, March 10.—(Special.)— 
When shown the report of the 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
company, and the remarks of Mr. 
Vail therein, William J. Deegan, the 
secretary of the Mackay companies, 
Postal Telegraph Commerical ca- 
bles, said ‘tonight: 

“This talk by Mr. Vail of a mo- 
nopolistic universal wire service is 
the same old talk which he has been 
preaching for ten years. He tried 
to put it into practice in 1909, when 
he absorbed the Western Union Tel- 
egraph company, but this was de- 
clared illegal and dissolved in 1913 
by Attorney General McReynolds, 
who is now a member of the su- 
preme court. Mr. Vail is now trying 
it again under the protection of the 
postoffice department, but the 
American people don’t want it, and 
are againstit, and wi!l not have any 
of it. The menace to the public in- 
terest is too great to allow a gigan- 
tic monopoly of the lines of com- 
munication to be lodged in the 
hands of a single interest, govern- 
ment or private. 

“Naturally, along with talk of 
monopaly there comes a talk of in- 
creased rates, which we are not 
surprised to see. The two go to- 
gether, but it is really surprising 
that Mr. Vail should have the te- 
merity to propose an increase of 
rates at a time when the whole 
country is aroused over the recent 
inarease in long-distance telephone 
rates ordered bv Postmaster Gen- 
eral Burleson. It indicates that Mr. 
Vail’s close alliance with the post- 
office department has made him 
impervious to publie sentiment. This 
threat to further increase telephone 
rates is a warning to the public as 
to what they may expect so long as 
the present Burleson- Bell Telephone- 
Western union administration of the 
telegraphs and telephone contin- 
ues,” 


TEXAS WANTS COTTON 
LET ALONE AT PARIS 


Austin, Texas, March 10.—The 
state senate today adopted a res- 
olution requesting the Texas con- 


gressional delegation to urge the 
president to withdraw from. the 
peace council the subject of Ameri- 
can cotton exports as being wholly 
without its jurisdiction. The reso- 
lution protests against any plan 
which will enable spinners either 
of America or Europe to fix their 
own price on raw cotton.

MOSCOW TURNED 
INTO GRAVEYARD 


rors of Hunger and Dis- 
order—Undertakers Un- 
able to Bury the Dead. 


Paris, March 10.—Typhus is add- 
ing to the horrors of hunger and 
disorder in Moscow, which the pop- 
ulation has christened “The Grave- 


yard,” according to a British busi- 
ness man who has just arrived in 
Paris from Russia. There are no 
disinfectants or medicines with 
which to fight the epidemic and no 
soap. Hot water is scarce because 
of the shortage of fuel and the re- 
sult is that the freezing and dis- 
heartened population is unable to 
protect itself. ‘ 
Undertakcrs Can’t Meet Demands. 

Recently railway officials in Mos- 
cow, the business man reports, or- 
dered the crowd out of the Central 
railway station in order to clean 
it, and found the bodies of five vic- 
tims of the typhus which had been 
lying for days among the peasants 
sleeping on the floor. The under- 
takers are unable to meet the de- 
mands-upon them and the bodies of 
typhus victims await burial for 
week. The winter has been unusual- 
ly coid in Moscow and there has 
been no heat in the houses. The 
Britisher says that the non-Bolshe- 
vik population is so underfed that it 
has been unable to resist disease. 

Under the orders of the soviet gov- 
ernment the signs of all private con- 
cerns have been removed and vir- 
tually all the remaining stores have 
been nationalized, but the stocks 
are so small and incomplete that the 
clerks make little effort to serve the 
public. The shops open at 10 o’clock 
in the morning and close at 4 p. m. 
and by 6 o’clock the streets are de- 
serted. The soviet government ev- 
ery now and then announces that the 
food supply is increasing but the 
Statements are never credited, even 
by the Bolsheviki, because the gov- 
ernment is always decreasing the 
food allowances, 

Chinese Troops in Moscow. 

The Lritisher says there appar- 
ently has been @ Sreat increase in 
the number of Chinese troops in 
Moscow. He says the Letts and Chi- 
nese are the only forces Lenine and 
lrotzky regard as loyal. He says 
Russians of all classes are serving 
the soviet Bovernment in order to 
protect their families and to obtain 
food, but that the Russian Red 
Guards say frankly they will not 
fight for the Bolsheviki against or- 
ganized forces from outside Russia. 


When the Britisher left Moscow, | 


cat and dog meat was selling for 5 
rubles a pound and horse meat was 
bringing 18 rubles a pound. Beef 
occasionally was sold secretly by the 
peasants for 28 rubles a pound. But- 
ter when available brought 150 ru- 
bles a pound. A pound of sugar 
brought the same sum, but sugar 
was hard to get. 
little black flour sold in Villages 
distant from Moscow and Petrograd 
for about $2 a pound. Ruble ex- 
change fluctuates between 6 and 10 
cents. 

__ Lack of cqat-and oil and the dilap- 
idation of the rolling stock has re- 
duced the number of street cars and 
railway trains, so there is terrible 
crowding and congestion at sta- 
tions, resulting in the spread of dis- 
ease. The railway trains are not 
heated and scores of passengers 
have frozen to*death in Russia this 
winter. 


Worse in Petrograd. 

The Britisher visited Petrograd 
late in January and says the situa- 
tion there was worse than at Mos- 
cow. <All the Russians who came 
to Petrograd from small villages 
and towns have returned to them, 
but the city population remaining is 
helpless and without friends. 
om Wish people outside Russia who 
insist that the Russians in soviet 
Russia should arise and overthrow 
the Bolsheviki could see the real 
Situation,” the Britisher concluded. 
“They would appreciate how impos- 
sible it Is to upset Lenine and Trot- 
zky. When armed robbers attack 
unarmed men the latter have to sur- 
render their purses. It is the same 
With the Bolsheviki because they 
have all the arms and ammunition. 

“The scattered groups which have 
opposed the Bolsheviki did little 
more than to commit suicide. In 
my opinion starvation and misery 
will continue in Moscow and Petro- 
grad until outside pressure forces a 
change, because the non-Bolsheviki 
in soviet Russia are so starved and 
harassed ,that they have neither the 
heart nor the physical strength for 
effective opposition.”

PROBING ATTAC

cant, Says Admiral Sims. 


London, March 10.—An inquiry 
was begun today by a board con- 
sisting of two American army oOffi- 
cers and one naval officer into the 
rioting Sunday in which soldiers and 
sailors and London police were in- 
volved. The inquiry will probably 
continue for several days, as a 
large number of witnesses are to be 
examined. : 

Representatives of Scotland Yard 
and the British army were present 
in response to an invitation to 
watch the proceedings, which will 
be secret. 

Discussing. the investigation the 
naval officer said to the Associated 
Press that if the evidence adduced 
warranted action court-martial pro- 
ceedings would follow. It was like- 
ly, he added, that the board would 
make some recommendations re- 
garding relations between the 
American forces and the police.

American soldiers in London. 
Trouble Began About “Craps.” 
Corporal C. R. Zimmerman and 

Private L N. Wilson, American mil- 
itary policemen, who were injured 
during the fighting Sunday between 
soldiers and sailors, are resting 
quietly at a hospital. It is not known 
how seriously they are hurt. 

The trouble began when_Zimmer- 
man and Wilson ‘4emanded that 
the civil police turn over to them 
two American sailors who had been 
arrested in the vicinity of Eagle 
hut on a charge of playing craps. 
The argument grew bitter and fi- 
nally the policemen drew their ba- 
tons and severely beat both soldiers. 

American, Canadian, Australian 
and a few British soldiers who were 
lounging near protested and fol- 
lowed the policemen. with the four 
Americans, to the Bow Street po- 
lice headquarters. The crowd grew 
less demonstrative after the offi- 
cers and their prisoners had entered 
the building, but an unfounded re- 
port that Zimmerman was dead led 
to threats to storm the station. The 
police charged on the crowd and 
William Van Sice and Edwin Rou- 
land, were injured. The crowd was 
finally dispersed. 

An American military officer who 
arrived at the station soon after- 
wards, demanded possession of the 
four men injured in the first melee, 
his demand being granted. A num- 
ber of uninjured men were arrest- 
ed, but so far no charges have been 
preferred against them. 

What Admiral Sims Says. 


Admiral Sims, commander of the 
American naval forces in European 
waters, in talking to The Associat- 
ed Press today regarding the inci- 
dent at the Eagle Hut yesterday, 


was inclined to depreciate the af- 
fair and to regard it as a sporad- 
ic occurrence without significance. 

“It is not an international af- 
fair,” said the admiral, “but pure- 
ly a police incident and ‘is so -re- 
garded by all the authorities con- 
cerned. There has been a misun- 
derstanding regarding the status of 
the American military police and 
this probably was responsible for 
the trouble.”
